, Frightful Loss of Life Is the 
Dreadful Result. 


THIRTY-NINE 
KILLED AT ONCE. 


lieutenant Perry Is Among Those 


Who Are Dead. 


SOME OF TEE BODIES 
BLOWN LONGWAYS. 


Bennington 
Had Steam Up la San 
Diego Harbor Preparatory to 
Departing When the Ex* 
plosion Occurred. 


San Diego, Cal., July 22.—Broken and 
blackened, with her flag: flying at half 
mast, her hold filled with fifteen feet 
of water, the United States steam er 
Bennington, lies beached on the shores 
of San Diego harbor. 
Thirty-nine of 
her crew lies dead at city morgue, the 
fate of a dozen or more la as yet u n ­ 
determined and three-score are stretch- 
‘ ed upon beds of pain in various hospi­ 
tals. This is the result of the explosion 
which wrecked the trim little naval 
craft and wrought such terrible havoc 
among her crew at 10:20 o’clock Friday 
morning. 
* 
The Bennington, at the time of th ■ 
accident, was lying In the stream off 
the commercial w harf at the foot of 
H. street. 
The warship had received 
orders from the navy departm ent at 
W ashington to sail for Port Hartford, 
where she was to meet the monitor 
Wyoming, and convay the vessel lo 
Mare Island navy yard. Steam was up 
and everything was in readiness for 
sailing, when suddenly, and without 
any warning whatever, the starboard 
forward boller exploded with a deafen­ 
ing roar. 
It was Immediately apparent that 
an awful disaster of some kind had 
happened on board the warship. 
The 
ferryboat Ramona was coming across 
the bay at the time of the accident. 
Captain Bertelsen of the Romona Im­ 
mediately gave orders to change the 
course of the boat and Instead of con­ 
tinuing his trip to the San Diego side 
of the bay, hurried to the aid of th- 
strlcken warship. 
The tug Santa Fe 
the launch McKinley, the government 
launch General Russey, and a large 
number of other launches and 
water 
craft which were near the scene a t th-1 
time also rushed to the assistance of 
the Bennington! and endeavored to lend 
every assistance possible. 
Every phlsician who could be reached 
by telephone was called to the crater 
front, 
W ithin a com paratively short 
time nearly a dozen physicians were on 
the scene and attending to the wound. 
A dozen or fifteen were blowm by 
the force of the explosion overboard. 
Captain W entworth who was looking 
a t the Bennington when the disaster 
occurred, says he law human bodies 
hurled over IOO feet upward. 
A boat was lowered from the vessel’s 
side and most of those thrown into the 
w ater were picket! up and taken on 
board. 
The shock of the explosion penetrat­ 
ed every section of the ship. 
Portions 
of the upper deck were carried away 
and great damage was done in all sec­ 
tions. 
Most of the dead and injured 
were taken ashore. 
The bodies of 
many of the men taken from the wreck­ 
ed interior of the ship were mutilated 
almost beyond recognition. 
Commander Young, as soon as he 
reached the vessel, gave orders that the 
air tight com partm ents be closed to 
prevent the listing ship sinking and 
th at the magazine be flooded to avoid 
further explosions. 
For a long time the hot steam pre­ 
vented access to the space between 
decks where most of the dead bodies 
lay. and it was not until late In the 
afternoon th at the last w'ere removed 
from the boller room. 


SAWMILL AND PLANER. 


Double Fire at Lake Charles Results 
In Considerabls Loss. 
Lake Charles, La., July 22.—A double 
Are at the sawmill owned by J. G. Pow­ 
ell, on the river front, resulted within 
thirty m inutes In the destruction of the 
sawmill and planer, with all the m a­ 
chinery and part of the lumber In the 
yards. The loss is conservatively esti­ 
mated at 125,000 to 2100,000, with little 
or no insurance. 
The first fire originated in the dry 
kiln, and while the seventy-flve em ­ 
ployes 
were 
busy 
extinguishing 
it 
sparks from the sawdust blew under 
the mill and thg building burst into 
flames. 
The men could not even save 
their effects In the building. Mr. Pow­ 
ell, the owner, Is now In Colorado. 
A 
strong wind was blowing, and for a 
time the mill property adjoining was in 
danger.

Prominent Diplomat Thinks the Toklo 
(internment Would Welcome Such 
More, but Flowery King­ 


dom 5 o t Yet Ready. 


Washington. July 
22.—Far 
eastern 
advices reaching Washington tell of 
the effect upon the Chinese of the vic­ 
tories gained by Japan over Russia. 
Not only has the government been af­ 
fected, but the people have come to 
regard Japan In a new light, and the 
diplomatic corpe at Pekin already has 
begun to discuss the probability of an 
alliance between China and Japan. 
On this point a high official—a diplo­ 
mat thoroughly cognizant of the situ­ 
ation at Pekin and In touch with offi­ 
cial and popular feeling In China— 
eays: 
“It will not come to-day or to­ 
morrow, this alliance with Japan, but 
It ie only a question of time when Chi­ 
na and Japan will enter into a strong 
alliance, the keynote of which shall 
be the development of the far east un­ 
der the administration of far eastern 
people. 
China would be the loser by 
such a union at this time because she 
has not enough to offer Japan to insure 
an alliance of mutual benefit.” 
‘’You do not think th at Russia and 
Japan after the treaty at W ashington 
Is signed will become allies?" was ask­ 
ed. 
"I do not believe the Japanese will 
accept any such offer,” the diplomat 
replied. “W ith China rehabilitated, her 
legal system reformed, modem Ideas 
introduced, 
and the 
country devel­ 
oped along the lines of Japan. I believe 
Toklo will welcome, In fact, seek from 
China some sort of alliance. 
But as 
I said at the outset, this will not come 
in a day or in a year. 
China is not 
ready for It yet.”
